TO LAMBO IS THAT WHEN "FREEDOM" IS DENIED IT HAS BEEN PROVEN 
CLINICALLY THAT FRUSTRATION AND AGRESSION RESULT - PEOPLE 
BECOME PASSIVE AND THERE CAN BE COMPLETE ATROPHY OF HUMAN 
CREATIVITY: KEY ISSUE THEREFORE, IS LONG TERM MENTAL HEALTH OF 
SOUTH AFRICAN POPULATION. ADMITTEDLY HE ADDED, SUBJECT 
NEEDS GREATER STUDY.
